CHAPTER 322.

AN ACT authorizing the state department of public welfare, with the approval of the
governor, to sell and convey certain state property therein deseribed.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly, do enact as
follows:

The state department of public welfare is authorized to sell and convey, with the ap-
proval of the governor, at such price and upon such terms as the department shall deter-
mine, the following property: A strip of land located in the city of Milwaukee, being the
northeasterly 150 feet or less in width of the former Wisconsin industrial school for girls
property, such a strip adjoining the property of the Milwatukee Protestant Home for the
Aged. The proceeds of such sale shall be deposited in the general fund of the state treas-
ury and are appropriated therefrom to the department of public welfare for capital in-
vestment or repair and maintenance, or both.
